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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Response to amendment filed 05/17/2006, claims 1 and 21 are amended, and 
claims 41 and 42 are new. The previous rejection filed 2/24/2006 is withdrawn. Claims 
1-42 are allowed. 

During interview with Mr. Robert Webster of the applicants 1 representative on 
4/24/2006, and telephone conversation dated 4/26/2006 involving Mr. Richard Hjerpe, 
examiner Kevin Nguyen's Supervisor, with Mr. Robert Webster, the critical limitation of a 
black-approximated data calculating means calculating a black-approximated data 
composed of said predetermined number of color data and related to luminance and 
least one of chromaticity and tristimulus in displaying black based on the basis of said 
black characteristic specifying data was agreed to. The applicant contented in the 
argument that a process of the proposed combination of US 5,917,556 and US 
6,480,202 could not result in a successful article within this particular a black- 
approximated data calculating means calculating a black-approximated data composed 
of said predetermined number of color data and related to luminance and least one of 
chromaticity and tristimulus in displaying black based on the basis of said black 
characteristic specifying data. The examiner agreed and allowed the application after 
incorporating the specific said predetermined number of color data and related to 
luminance into all independent claims 1 and 21, and said predetermined number of 
color data and related to the data input from the image display user and at least one of 
luminance into all independent claims 41 and 42 (see pages 2-24 of applicant's 
amendment).
